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CHEAP WATER FOR LAWNS 


Thus far the elements have conspired 
to put a pretty heavy discount on the pro- 
posal to reduce water rates during the 
summer months as an encouragement to 
city house-holders to keep their lawns 
green.

If the reason for the Russian demand 
is as stated, the influence upon world 
prices may be important, but is rather 
likely to be temporary, and the benefits 
may go to the foreign speculator rather 
than the foreign wheat-grower Faced by 
the threat of heavy imports, the peasants 
can hardly hold out indefinitely, and soon- 
er or later must accept whatever market- 
ing scheme is dictated from Moscow, and 
whatever prices may be allowed them. 

The Russian peasant has consistently 
failed to see the attractiveness of the doc- | 
trine that he should grow wheat “for use, 
not for profit,” and should turn it over to 
his masters on order. When Lenin tried 
to directly compel tham to do s0 they 
stopped growing wheat; and famine fol- 
lowed, to relieve which Canadians were 
asked to contribute and did contribute. 

If Lenin's successors are now trying 
indirect compulsion to make the peasant 
deliver up the wheat he grew last 
year they may succeed in that In pro- 
portion as they succeed, the influence of | 

he Russian demand upon world prices 
will weaken, 

Canadian wheat-growers would wel- 
come an increase in the norme! price for 
wheat.
